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MINIMUM SPEED 
LIMIT PROPOSED 


Motor Federation Considering 
Asking That Lowest Rate 
he Fixed by Statute. 


Harrisburg’, Oct. 16.—Whether the 
Pennsylvania Motor Federation will 
ask the Igeislature to Ax a minimum 
speed limit, under which no motor 
vehicle may travel on Pennsylvania 
highways, has been referred to the 
federation’s 
legislative 
committee, 
chairmaned by Charles W. Eaby, of 
Lancaster. 
The State Highway Department 
has figures which show that 80% of 
accidents on state highways occur on 
straight, level, dry road sections. 
It 
is tl|e contention of a portion of the 
Motor Federation's executive commit­ 
tee that accidents on straight road 
sections occur many times because 
habitually slow drivers cause cutting- 
in and cutting-out on the part of 
drivers who have somewhere to go; 
that while they may not actually be 
involved in an accident these slow 
drivers are responsible. 
Other mem­ 
bers of the executive committee say 
not; that if the state were to enforce 
a higher minimum there would be 
more accidents. The legislative com­ 
mittee, which is making an investiga­ 
tion, is securing data 
from those 
states in which patrolmen and state 
police have been ordered to keep all 
traffic moving faster than 30 miles an 
h#ur on tne open highway. 
More Power For Cities 
The legislative committee is also in­ 
vestigating the suggestion of Phila­ 
delphia and Pittsburgh officials that 
motor laws of Pennsylvania be amend­ 
ed so as to give additional regulatory 
power to cities of the first and sec­ 
ond class. 
In Pittsburgh, for ex­ 
ample, officials want to enact an 
ordinance 
forbidding 
the 
use 
of 
screeching brakes. 
The Motor Federation’s executive 
committee has gone on record as be­ 
ing opposed at this time to com­ 
pulsory liability insurance. 
The fed­ 
eration suggests the advisability of 
waiting to see how such a law op­ 
erates in Massachusetts, where it be­ 
comes effective January I. 
No Return To Cities 
The federation announces its dppb^ 
aition to any proposal that a por­ 
tion of the motor vehicle receipts be 
returned to cities of the first, second 
and third cla*s. It is the federation’s 
idea that motor receipts should be ex­ 
pended only .for the improvement and 
maintenance of state highways, state- 
aid highways and rewards to town­ 
ships for work actually performed. 
The Motor Federation is also op­ 
posed to any increase whatever in the 
license fees exacted from owners or 
operators of motor vehicles, or in the 
gasoline 
tax. 
Motorists, 
say 
86 
Pennsylvania motor clubs, are already 
paying their share of taxes. 


Printing for the 1925 session of the 
legislature consumed 1,650,000 sheets 
of paper, or 15814 tons, exclusive of 
that used in printing the session laws 
and of writing paper. 
The average 
cost of the paper was 514 cents a 
pound. 
The paper was of two colors, pink 
which is used for the first printing of 
a bill and white for bills after they 
have left committees and for the jour­ 
nals and calendars. 
All bills intro­ 
duced must be printed and usually 
there are 
hundreds 
which get one 
printing only for there are scores 
upon scores which fail to be reported 
from committees. 
Before the session 
of 1927 all of the old bills, calendars 
and journals will be gathered up and 
sold for waste paper.
